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McGlll MEN WILL 
DEBATE vsTORONTO 
IN INTER-U MATCH 

Mahabir, Ânett, Rowe, MacDonald 
Selected from Group of Fifteen

Debaters to represent McGiU at 
the coming intcr-unlvcrsity debate 
with Toronto were chosen last night 
In the elimination contest, held by 
the Debating Society. From a total 
of 15 contestants, the four selected 
by the Judges were Winston Maha- 
bir, George T. Annett, John Goring 
Rowe and J. W. McDonald, jr. 

These four debaters will repre- 
sent McGlll in the debate on Nov. 
26 against Toronto, with McGiU 
upholding tjie negative side at 
Toronto. The CBC will broadcast 
the proceedings from Convocation 
Hall, Toronto, and the official word- 
ing of the proposition will be re- 
ceived In the near future. 

Judges for the event were Pro- 
fessor CuUlton of the Economics 
Department, Dr. Dangclzer, program 
director of the CBC, and Charles 
Wassermann, cditor-in-chlef of The 
Daily. 

Speal<lng on the nationality im- 
portant question of whether Can- 
ada should limit immigration or not 
the debaters covered all angles of 
both affirmative and negative. 

Winston Mahal^lr, upholding the 
negative, produced n very convinc- 
ing argument by saying that we 
must "put our own house in order 
first" before we should think of 
Inviting other people to live with 
us. He stated that' it was difficult 
to determine which sections of the 
world were overpopulatcd, and that 
the remedy for the brief of over* 
■population was not in transferlng 
part of that population Into an- 
other country, but 'more probably 
in industrializing the so-called over 
populated countries. There Is also 
the question, he continued, of 
whether Canada Is capable of ab' 
sorbing a great Increase in popuk' 
tion, and "so far, our progress has 
not been hindered by a small pop' 
ulation. in fact, Canada has over 
flowed into the United States." 

George T. Annett, in maintaining 
the affirmative side of the qucs 
tion was the logical one for us to 
follow, stated that it would be.nat 
ural for us to wish to open our 
doors from the purely "selfish point 
of view." That is, this being the 
"age of bulldozers, electricity, the 
atom and ' modern methods," It 
would bo feasible for a large num- 
ber of Immigrants to come to Can- 
ada, and literally carve out homes 
and jobs for themselves here. 

John Goring Rowe, in advUing 
against unlimited immigration, 
pointed to the fact that a depres- 
sion was precipitated in the United 
States after their great wave of 
immigration. 

J. W. McDonald, jr., upheld the 
affirmative side of the proposition 
by saying that Canada's economy

Copenhagen, London 
Sites of Conference/ 
Of Two Committees 



The International Labor Office 
has announced the meetings of two 
groups— the Preparatory Technical 
Maritime Meeting and the Inter- 
national Tripartite Industrial Com- 
mittees. 

The Preparatory Technical Mari- 
time Meeting will take place in 
Copenhagen on November 15. It 
will draw up draft proposals for 
International standards governing 
wages, hours, and working condi- 
tions of seamen. These will then 
be submitted to the I.L.O; 

Twenty nations have been invit- 
ed to . participate in the meeting. 
The delegations will be composed 
of a Government representative, 
and one representative each of the 
seamen and the shipowners. 

International tripartite Industrial 
commltteek will meet for the first 
time in London in December, / 

Each country's delegation will 
comprise six members— two repre- 
sentatives each from government, 
management, and labor. 

The international organizations 
of trade unions in the -coar mining 
and transport industries will be 
Invited to send representatives to 
the meeting to facilitate an ex- 
change of views between labor, 
management and government' on 
the problems .of the industries.

Increasei of 2,000 Students 
Shown in McGill Registration 

McGiU University has shown an increase of more than 2,000 
students studying for degrees over last year. The largest increase 
was in the Faculty of Science, which has a registration of 1,322; 
,463 more than last session. 

The figures for tho entire faculty of Arts and Science, includ- 
ing the School of Commerce, showed an increase of 1,217 students, 
bringing the total number of students registered in this faculty 
up to 2,767, the greatest amount for any faculty. 

Dawson ColIegB^hasf a total of 873 students this session, of 
which 556 are Sciencemcn,'and..317 are Engineers, including five 
women. . , 

There arc 82 students at Macdonald College at the School 
for Teachers, which Is five less than last year's registration, and 
in tho degree courses the only decreases were 1 student less in the 
Library School, and the faculty of music 3 less.

Reports Heard 

Detailed Plans to Follow 
After Students' Reaction 
To Venture Is Ascertained 

A . meeting wlU be held in Uie 
Union Ballroom today at 5 p.m. at 
which plans for the revival of the 
Red and White Revqe, once-famed 
campus social and artistic event 
will be formulated. Discontinued 
In 1940 after eighteen productions, 
the "Red and White" was a large- 
scale musical revue employing 
some 125 students in its production. 
The Students' Executive Council 
appointed a committee at a recent 
Council meeting, which was charg- 
ed with investigating the possibili- 
ties of reviving the Revue. 

At the meeting scheduled for to- 
day, the Council's comiplttee will 
ouUIne the proposed plans, and re- 
gister all students wishing to parti- 
cipate in the proposed forthcoming 
production'. 

Statement 

"The purpdse of Ute meeting Is 
not to audition," a member of the 
conunlUce told The Dally last 
night, "but to determine what 
talent Uiere is available on the 
campus, and the reaction of stu- 
dents to the Idea of reviving the 
Red and White Revue." 

The existing plans of the com- 
mittee call. for U>e utilization of 
students with dramatic, instrumen- 
tal, vocal, dancing, technical and 
business Interests. Experience in 
entertaining, script writing, techni- 
cal , or business operation is 
essential. The Daily learned, as 
professional advisory . personnel 
will be on hand to assist In Uie pro- 
duction of the Review. 

After all available personnel 
have been registered, all appli- 
cants will be privately interviewed 
in the near future. Registration 
will be carried out today by means 
of a printed form which will be 
circulated at the meeting; the form 
contains all Uic Information which 
the conunlttee requires in order to 
make furUier arrangements for the 
production of the Revue. 

Following the meeting today tho 
Council's committee will present a 
report to tonight's Council meet- 
ing, and a budget will be drawn 
up. me producer will be appointed 
by the Council upon recommenda- 
tions of the present committee. In 
Uie past the retbing (staff of the 
Revue made .recommendations for 
future appointments,, but this year, 
owing to ttie broken continuity of 
the production of the Revue a dif- 
ferent meUjod will. have to be 
adopted.

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This Way Lies Progress 

It is witli increasing interest that wc have 
followed the letter forums in The Daily during 
the past week. The enthusiasm shown by college 
ctudents towards studying the politioal trends of 
our country is indeed a sign of futUre progress 
/or our governing bodies. 

At the present time we have three political 
discussion groups on our campus — the Student 
Labour Club, the Political Science Club, and the 
CCF Club. These clubs are formed for the pur- 
pose of discussing the political theories preferred 
by the chief parties in our Dominion Govern 
ment, and of criticizing the actions of thèse 
parties. 

To obtain a completely impartial view of 
the political scene is practically impossible, 
However, to judge by the discussions which take 
place at the meetings of these clubs, the trend 
for the future would seem to be a socialistic one 
yet, one cannot help but notice that the ideas 
of these students are tempered by a practical 
sense of present-day needs. 

Thus, unlike the fanatical groups existing 
outside the college sphere, these McGill societies 
possess, a sane outlook, unhampered by political 
greed, and are, it appears to us, striving earnestly 
to promote political unity, rather than disunity 
While, admittedly there is some party feeling 
among the participating students, tiierc is no 
intolerant prejudice, nor any desire to make the 
party all and the welfare of the community 
secondary. 

In the past there has been a certain apathy 
toward poliUcal thought in Canadian univer 
sities, and this has been regretable because it is 
from college students, above all other indivi 
duals, that_ an intelligent understanding of poli 
tical trends: is to be expected. With the oppor- 
tunities offered by courses in history, economics 
and law, students should leave the university 
possessing a fundamental knowledge at least of 
the govemnichtal policies of Canada. With this 
knowledge the student will find himself better 
equipped to face the political issues which are 
bound to arise in the course of his lifetime; and 
also, better able to practice his vocation intelli 
gently in whatever field it may lie. 

The increased, interest in political thought on 
our campus, therefore, is most' eneoiiraging. 
Although it is undoubtedly true that the war 
has done much to foster this enthusiasm, it is 
to be hoped that the gradual return to normal 
conditions will not result in a recurrence of 
apathy, but will rather promotè an even greater 
desire on tbè part of our studènts: for pqlitical 
insight, 

While as yet these groups are In .the embryo 
stage, and their members soniewhat .immature, 

in that their study of politics has been limited; 
their attitude is in the main intelligent. Those 
who are participating in these clubs deserve 
the support of the entire student body inasmuch 
as they arc not limiting themselves to the mere 
enjoyment of our ordinary extracurricular acti- 
vities, but are making an earnest endeavor to 
face the problems presented |biy the society which 
they are about to enter. " -

BEAUTY AND A WÇMAN'S FACE 
Today's writing may easily find Itself countered by 
a host of reader opposition; negations of Its values 
being so easily available. There Is an industry devoted 

to making the woman's face "beautiful" which spends 
some ten million dollars annually on advertising 
alone; not to speak of the profits derived from it, and 
the people who earn their livelihood from it. Then 
too, some twenty-five years of gradual habituation 
have built up mental habits which make cosmetics 
and other forms of' make-up something taken for 
granted. 

And what is there to the contrary? What, beyond 
some opinions attributed to Socrates, or quotations 
from Leonardo da Vinci, and the testimony of artists, 
sculptes poets and feminists — all aery substances 
beside one's mirror which says doiiy, "You are mak 
ing yourself beautiful." 

Aesthetically, the artist claims that the human 
face is more beautiful than any part of it; be it the 
eyes, lips, dimples etc. The harmony' of lis parts 
is what gives that expression of beautitude and Joy 
to the Mona Lisa; and each person has their own 
individual facial mark. Arrange the eyebrows so that 
they 'will be indistinguishable from the next per- 
son's; powder the face to kill the natural color; smear 
the lips until the chorus line of red-meat mouths is 
indistinguishable, and make the hair ever so artifi- 
cially natural, and the whole is the very opposite of 
that simplicity which forms the primary factor in 
beauty. 

Somehow, peoplc> today never ask what caused 
the cosmetics industry to blossom out after the last 
world war. Its background, however, is quite inter- 
esting. When women first began to do war work, 
drive street cars and do "manly physical labors," 
and even upper class women began to leave their 
sexual prudishness at home (war being a time of 
accelerated social change) then the 1900 researches 
of a man named Freud were suddenly discovered 
and . popularized. It seemed that he had discovered 
that, a great deal of neurosis, was caused by sexual 
frustration due to repressed desires and sexual 
starvation (quite a natural result), and had conse- 
quently advocated greater freedom. The war also 
broke the spell of parental obedience — that mother 
and father knew best — how could they and still get 
into such a stupid slaughter was a common thought; 
and this led to a questioning approach to the social 
Institutions that existed. Marriage, the family, rell 
gion, the church, the economic system, all were 
questioned, and new values sought by experimenta- 
tion. 

Gradually the parts of the body hitherto drapèd 
were uncovered, and every secondary and tertiary 
sexual organ was accentuated, with Freud as the 
convenient goat and Mencken, Fitzgerald and others 
as the prophets. The jazz-mad, sèx-mad twenties 
were in. Fashions began to changé frequently; the 
movies began to set typed girl styles; and sex, Just 
waiting to be commercialized, fouhd its answer in 
the rise of the cosmetics industry— all thii in the name 
of freedom from répression of the )>uman body. Free 
love and companionate marriage were good discussion 
topics, and although the economic depression of 1029' 
1933 changed many women into thinking along politic- 
al and economic lines, for most it means working along 
with the man of the family or house In order to make 
ends meet. To compensate for this economic drud' 
gery which took the bloom out of one's face, not 
economic changes were suggested but make-up to 
cover up the factor paleness. In 1933-35 the coS' 
mettes industry had a further period of growth. 

And today? Today no woman in her field is the 
equivalent of the top male in her field. Even career 
women waste a great deal of their energy and time 
on keeping up a feminity — chivalry n^h that has 
little observance and less meaning. For the proofs 
of these statements two books: THE DOMINANT 
SEX by M. Vaerting and SEX AND CIVILIZATION 
by Paul Bousficld are all that are necessary; yet I 
wonder if out of every lOO" Intelligent women who 
read them more than 5 will ect on what they read. 

However there Is hope that Socrates and Da Vinci 
will yet prevail over $10,000,(XX> of yearly advertising. 
Sensitive, and sensible yvomen are everywhere reallr 
ing the ridlciilous ' aspect . of a process that -'paints 
every part of the bo^y;;^^',toes, hands, face — as soon 
as it is exposed; and one of the best of the poetesses, 
Laura Riding has done her best to write some of the 
disgust which this artificiality arouses in her.

WHERE TO GO? 

PART I 

■ Everyone has a solution to the 
Palestine question except Britain— 
or so it seems. But we must re- 
member that with others there is 
only the- moral aspect, whereas 
with Britain there are material 
obligations. 

I can only add -to what many 
others have proclaimed when I say 
that the immediate solution of the 
Palestine problem is vitally impor- 
tant to the United Nations and 
Christianity. They alone can save 
the Jewish race to mankind. 
- The first thing to consider In 
this question Is. that someone will 
have to give way; someone (I hate 
to put It this way) will have to 
make room for the Jewish people. 

To do as Mr. Cohen suggested in 
this colunm' .last -week, would, I 
think, prove ' disastrous both at 
present and in the future. First 
and foremost is the. .strong possi- 
bility of war with the Arabs. This, 
undoubtedly, the United Nations 
could win, 'but it the Mohame- 
dans chose to make it a religioua 
war— there could be no victor, 

HoWtver, let us suppose that we 
have been able to appease the 
Arab, and that be offers no serious 
objections. Palestine could not pos- 
sibly hold the number of Jews who 
would seek admittance. If we must 
limit the number, who would want 
the job of making the choice? 
Thanks to Jewish effort- and 
genius, Palestine is more prospei- 
ous than she has ever been. But 
if a million or more Jews descend 
upon her, the spark which has 
started to blaze wohld bo extin- 
guished in no time. The best they 
could hope for, for many yeais to 
come, would be a vary meager 
existence. 

There, are, at present, over one 
and a half million people in Pales- 
tine. If immigration is increased 
considerably, it would be no time 
at oil until th^ overflowed their 
political ' 1>oundarles. Thus the 
trouble- would oçly be postponed.

under present conditions there it 
complete freedom for the Indivi- 
dual. Political,' educational, cultur- 
al, and business opportunities are 
to a large nieasure limited by fin 
ancial status. In assuring equality 
of economic opportunity and with 
production for use (not prove) tho 
criterion, lies the only practical 
means of achieving this richer in- 
dividual life. 

Modem industrial and scientific 
advance has shown the efficiency 
and progress possible with large 
scale production. Moreover the 
normal interplay of forces in the 
capitalist economy results in mono 
poly by forcing less efficient pro 
ducers to amalgamate or go bank 
nipt The issue then Is whether we 
shall have the employers of labour 
an exclusive economic aristocracy 
or socialized Industries. The expan 
sion and policy, of the latter would 
be dictated by-' a 'planning board 
which Is COMFUiTELY. answer- 
able to the people and hence will 
be working for their greater good. 
This is not odious bureaucracy but 
the application of scientific prin- 
ciples of planning to adjust prpd- 
ucUon to the needs of the people 
and the utilization of the countty's 
resources. 

This attack is on a par with that 
of Trestrail in Social Suicide. This 
tatter was financed by big corpor- 
ations who in . attacking a move- 
ment advocating greater opport- 
unities showed thehr true lack of 
concern for the welfare' of Can- 
ada and Canadians. Is this also the 
attitude of Mr. Macdonald?

I have no particular desire to 
carry on this discussion concerning 
the merits or demerits of the C.C.F.

I 
happen to know Peter Scott person- 
ally, .and when I said that any 
CJ.'ers on the campus: would be 
in good company, I méaiit Just tliat 
although it' was probably difllcult 
to distinguish this from my so- 
called "bombastic satire". The fact 
is, I admire Mr. Scott's mental cap- 
acity, although I may disagree with 
his political viewpoint. He and I, 
l believe, both acknowledge our 
mutual right to hold what political 
opinion we like, without being 
any' less ' friendly;' and I for one, 
recognize his sincerity, and his 
deep concern for the obvious ine- 
qualities which the present system 
seems to have produced, and am 
no less anxious than he is to see 
them corrected, provided In so do- 
ing, we do not lose oiir lirecious 
freedom, the cost' of which can 
never be calculated. Therefore, I 
should like It understood, that if 
there is anything I wrote which 
could be construed as casting dis- 
persions against him. I desire to re- 
tract It unconditionally. 

As to the partial quote, while it is 
impossible to quote the whole book, 
or chapters from which the var- 
ious quotations were taken, I should 
like to list the references from 
which I gleaned this Information 
You can find the C.C:F. stanU on the 
war in Mr.' Coldwell's speech on 
September 9, which appeared in 
Hansard. For other quotations of in 
terest, I suggest pages 223, 227, 493, 
49t, iamong others in Social Plan- 
ning for Canada, by Professor Scott 
and others.

Mr. Scott accuses i us of using 
quotations made by leaders of the 
C.C.F., and other socialist leaders, 
that are ten years old. I suppose I 
would' be equally correct in con. 
demning the C.C.F. for pointing 
to the depression of some fifteen 
years ago, as election material. 

A more up-to-date quotation from 
the leading figure in the socialist 
British Labor Party, which tfaie 
C.C,F. express so much admiration 
for. Mr. Laskl may prove of in- 
terest 1 hope Mr. Calm won't ac- 
cuse me of quoting from antl-C.C.F. 
pamphlets, as I doubt if Mr. Laskl 
was aiming- his remarks' at the 
C.CJP. when he said them. In bis 
book entitled "Faith. Reason, and 
Civilization", he says: "ChrisUanity 
has failed. The world is looking to 
Russia lor its Ideals and moral 
standards. The principal figures ot 
the New Testament showed little 
or no concern for the work-a-day 
world." I do not subscribe to this 
statement I do not suggest that 
thejCCF. subscribes to thi:. quota- 
tion. What I do suggest is that the 
leading socialists, in this and other 
countries do subscribe to this, and 
that when given the opportunity, 
they will turn it into action. 

Lest I be accused of saying that 
aU C,CJF.''eri,are.aethelsts, I would 
point out I said nothing of the kind. 
What I am suggesting,, and lu do^ 
Ing so I am not relying upon my 
own opinion, but upon the opinion 
of leading socialists, some. of whom 
I quoted in my first letter,' is just 
this. As they pointed out, when 
we reach the state of complete state 
socialism, the state will replaçe 
God as the lord almighty. Just as it 
has done m Russia and Germany. 
This may take many years, but it 
will be inevitable, if we start 'upon 
the one-way street of socializing all 
Industry and resources. There can 
be no way out Individual freedom, 
IhiUailve, and integrity will make 
way for the welfare of the state, 
Whether It fakes one hundred, or 
one thousand years, the result will 
be the same, and while I know that 
few members of the C.CJ. wish 
this to happen, nevertheless, the 
road they are' suggesting leads àl- 
rectly to statism.
